There  are  one  hundred  and  ninety-four 
boarders  and  twenty-three  day  students,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventeen  boys. 
Every  available  room  is  filled,  including  six 
extra  rooms  made  available  by  changes  in 
faculty  housing. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  come 
from  the  following  states:  California  1,  Con- 
necticut 9,  Iowa  2,  Illinois  6,  Louisiana  1, 
Maine  12,  Michigan  1,  Nebraska  2,  New 
Hampshire  8,  New  Jersey  7,  New  Mexico  1, 
New  York  21,  Ohio  5,  Pennsylvania  5,  Rhode 
Island  6,  Texas  1,  Virginia  1,  West  Virginia 
1,  and  Wisconsin  1.  There  is,  in  addition,  one 
boy  from  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Foreign  students  come  from  the  British 
Crown  Colony  (Hong  Kong)  and  England. 
In  addition,  Pakistan  is  represented  by  an 
American  boy  whose  parents  are  now  resi- 
dent in  that  country.

The  Governor  Dummer  football  team 
stretched  its  victory  string  to  eight  straight 
by  winning  its  first  three  games  of  the  1956 
season. 

St.  Sebastian's  was  the  opponent  in  the 
opener  at  Newton  on  October  6.  The  two 
teams  battled  it  out  scorelessly  in  the  first 
quarter.  Eddie  Johnsen's  punting,  and  strong 
defensive  play  by  the  Governors,  forced  St.
